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Pharmacy poll results don’t faze Johnson

MPP Rick Johnson isn’t drawing any 
conclusions from a recent poll suggest- 
ing he may not be re-elected in October, 
2011. 

Released Tuesday by the Ontario 
Community Pharmacists Coalition, the 
poll centred mainly on Liberal legislation 
that would eliminate “professional allow- 
ances” paid to pharmacists by generic 
drug companies, something many are say- 
ing will curtail services and hours at many 
pharmacies. 

In a survey of 400 people in the riding 
of Haliburton-Kawartha Lakes-Brock, 
the poll found that 37 per cent of people 


thought the provincial government was 
doing a bad job and shouldn’t be re-elect- 
ed and 23 per cent said they were doing a 
good job, but it was time for a change. 

But the numbers don’t have Johnson 
worried. 

“T think at the end of the day, a year and 
a half from now, this isn’t going to be the 
question that’s going to be on the ballot,” 
he said in an interview. 

He suggested that the survey, conducted 
by Angus Reid pollsters, was another tac- 
tic in a well-organized campaign targeted 
specifically at swing ridings. 

“We’ve been saying all along that 
they’re targeting 20 ridings — swing rid- 
ings — ridings that were formerly held by 
the Conservatives. This just confirms what

we’ ve been saying all along — that this is a 
political campaign,” he said. 

But despite the pressure, Johnson main- 
tained that he believes in the government’s 
legislation, which he said will save mil- 
lions of dollars. 

“Tf they’re doing this to put pressure on 
the government to change their mind, it’s 
not happening,” he said. 

The poll also asked residents a series of 
questions on the pharmacy legislation and 
whether they wanted their MPP to speak 
against Bill 16. It found that the majority 
of those surveyed thought of pharmacies 
as part of Ontario’s health-care system 
and that shortened hours would have a 
negative effect on community members. 

For example, 80 per cent of respondents 


said that pharmacies were an “essential 
part of the health-care delivery system in 
Ontario.” 

But 52 per cent of those surveyed said 
that all health-care professionals, in- 
cluding pharmacists, “need to help find 
ways to cut costs to Ontario’s health-care 
system.” 

To Johnson’s benefit, Angus Reid said 
his name recognition was 57 per cent and 
“among those who recognize his name, 
most have a favourable view of him, par- 
ticularly among Liberal voters,” the report 
reads. 

The survey, conducted between April 
30 and May 4, had a margin of error of +/- 
4.9 per cent, 19 times out of 20.

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Algonquin Highlands council 
wants site plan for proposed 


Kawagama storage facility

The owner of Kawagama Lake’s Old 
Mill Marina must present Algonquin 
Highlands council with a site plan for a 
proposed boat storage facility he wants 
to build on a lot near his business before 
councillors will consider the required zon- 
ing amendments. 

This was the decision from council fol- 
lowing a lengthy public hearing on the 
matter in Algonquin Highlands council 
chambers on May 5. 

Some 20 members of the public showed 
up for hearing, which lasted more than 
two hours, and a number spoke against the 
proposed project. 

That project would include the construc- 
tion of a 930-square-metre, | 1-metre tall 
boat storage facility on an 11.5-acre lot 
located approximately 200 metres from 
the marina and separated by a number of 
residential properties. 

Council had approved the project in 
principle in January. 

Lanny Dennis, a planner with Muskoka’ s 
Wayne Simpson and Associates, ad- 
dressed councillors and said he was rep- 
resenting four property-owners along 
Russell Landing Road, at the end of which 
the marina is located. 

Dennis told council in his opinion, not 
only would a zoning change from rural 
residential to recreational commercial be 
required for the project, but said so would 
an amendment to the township’s official 
plan since the proposed project would im- 
pact the area’s rural character. 

“Tt would undoubtably destroy the peace 
and tranquility,” he said. “I would suggest 
it is not appropriate.” 

Dennis told councillors that approving 
the project would be introducing “an is- 
land of industry” and said the zoning they 
would be creating would actually be a 
“back-road-industrial-type zone.” 

He brought up a number of other con- 
cerns, including increased traffic flow on 
a steep and windy road and the fact that 
under recreational commercial zoning, up 
to half of the lot — or more than 5.5 acres 
— could be developed or used for outdoor 
boat storage. 

Also, Dennis said, while boat storage 
facilities are permitted as ancillary use 
on marina properties, he suggested that 
because the facility would be on a lot 


separate from the marina, it would be a 
freestanding use, thereby creating a dan- 
gerous precedent in the area. 

The question of the future property 
was clearly an issue for assembled area 
residents. 

“What is the long-term plan?’ Fino 
Napoleone wanted to know. 

“There’s no long-term plan to build it 
out,” marina owner Rob Walliser assured 
the room, indicating he had no intention to 
expand his business beyond the proposed 
storage building. 

“T don’t intend to grow past that point.” 

The building would allow him to in- 
crease his storage capacity from about 
140 to about 280 boats, Walliser has said. 

Walliser said there is increasing demand 
for boat storage in the area. 

“Both marinas are dealing with this,” he 
said, referring to Mountain Trout House 
Marina, also located on Russell Landing 
Road. 

Some residents expressed concerns 
about future owners of the marina and 
what they might do with the facility. 

“There is nothing stopping Rob selling 
the marina,” said Susan Walker Frank, 
who identified herself as a third-genera- 
tion cottager. ““That’s a scary prospect.” 

Frank pointed out there were a few oth- 
er vacant lots in the area and was worried 
what sort of precedent allowing the proj- 
ect to proceed would set. 

“How can you say ‘no’ to the next 
guy?” 

Deputy-reeve Tom Gardner said he 
sympathized with some of the issues 
brought forth. 

“I certainly have some concerns,” 
Gardner said. “This really is a standalone 
use.” 

Gardner said he was worried about the 
fact recreational commercial zoning al- 
lows up to 50 per cent lot coverage and 
that he had concerns about the amount of 
parking that would occur on the site. 

He suggested maybe council look at 
split zoning for the property, or make tight 
restrictions on the zoning change so that 
Walliser was restricted to only and exact- 
ly the uses he had indicated. 

Gardner said he’d like to see a site plan 
of the proposed project and in the end, 
council resolved it would review a site 
plan before proceeding with its decision. 

That plan, which must be prepared at 
Walliser’s own expense, could be com- 
pleted for the next regular meeting of 
council.

Councillor Barb Reid announced she will 
challenge incumbent Jim McMahon, The 
Brown Dog declared that he may also toss 
his collar in the ring.

British Petroleum has plans for us 


To the Editor, 


As BP’s oily haemorrhage continues to 
bleed the American economy and its envi- 
ronment, many Canadians wonder whether 
a similar disaster could strike here. And ’'m 
alarmed to learn that we’ve already headed 
down that slippery slope. In our pristine 
Arctic, no less. Here, drifting icebergs pose 
a threat to oil-rigs. 

Without any fanfare, British Petroleum 
has quietly become one of the largest land- 
holders in our Canadian Arctic. As well, 
this foreign-owned company recently spent 
$1.2 billion for an exclusive drilling licence 
to explore for oil under Canada’s Beaufort 
Sea — in a lease sale conducted by our own 
federal government. That’s a lot of mon- 
ey to spend for a corporation that’s “just 
looking.” 

No sooner had BP plucked this prize plum, 
did it begin pressuring Canada’s National 
Energy Board (NEB) for exemptions to its 
oil-drilling rules. Just to squeeze out that 
rich black juice at the lowest possible cost. 


The offending regulations? For the past 
35 years, the NEB has required oil compa- 
nies to prove their ability to create an emer- 
gency relief well within the same season as 
an oil-leak. Essential, but tough to do. So, 
BP, along with other companies, continues 
to lobby the NEB to drop this vital safe- 
guard. Will Prime Minister Harper cave in 
to the muscling of Big Oil? 

When questioned last week, Stephen 
Harper said the NEB’s rules would not be 
weakened. But with his recent pledge to 
turn Canada into an “energy superpower” 
his resolve may be tested. 

And if your concern is more for dollars 
and cents than ducks and whales, consider 
this: oil companies rarely cover the entire 
cost of their spills. BP’s own limit of liabili- 
ty in the current crisis in the Gulf of Mexico 
is a mere $75 million. That will leave the 
majority of the clean-up costs, and legal 
bills, to stain the taxpayers’ tab.

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The pharmacy debate: now we wait 


To the Editor, 


The opportunity for public input on Bill 
16 and pharmacy services has ended. We 
now wait anxiously to see if the concerns 
of our community have been heard. Much 
of the debate has been negative and highly 
emotional. Pharmacists as a rule are quiet 
and highly trusted professionals. It is a vi- 
tal part of our responsibility, since patients 
entrust us with sensitive and very personal 
information. Our code of ethics demands a 
high standard. We are not used to, nor are 
we comfortable with, the publicity that has 
been forced upon us these last few weeks. 

I want to address some recent public- 
ity which came as a result of MPP Rick 
Johnson’s interview in last week’s Times. In 
discussing generic allowance funding, Mr. 
Johnson stated that “70 per cent of audits 
showed pharmacies misusing professional 
allowances,” building on earlier comments 
by the Health Minister misuses included 
“payment of salaries and wages.” Johnson 
grossly overstates the non-compliance. 


Section 1(8) of Ontario Regulation 201/96 
clearly allows funding to be used for wages 
and salaries. Salaries comprise the bulk of 
the costs of providing a service. Categories 


of funding allowable according to the 2006 
ministry regulations include specifically 
those expenses incurred in the delivery of 
“direct patient care”, grouped as: 


1. Continuing Education Pharmacy 
Programs 
2. Costs of Maintaining Private 


Counseling Areas 

3. Costs of Provision of Compliance 
Packaging for use in either Nursing Homes 
or Community 

4. Pharmacy Staffing Costs 

Therefore to claim that 70 per cent of al- 
lowances were misused, when the vast ma- 
jority of this figure was used to pay salaries 
and wages, does not fairly reflect the prov- 
ince’s own regulations. Those who wish to 
view these regulations in detail may do so at 
www.e-laws.gov.on.ca. The true non-com- 
pliance reporting rate for audits of Ontario 
pharmacies was actually 3 per cent, and 
while we do not condone the actions of the 
3 per cent, it is wrong to condemn the entire 
profession based on the actions of a few. 

Let’s be clear: pharmacists agree that the 
allowance system must go, and any changes 
that reduce drug costs for patients are wel- 
come. But the savings to consumers from 
Bill 16 have been exaggerated. In the ma-

jority of cases, consumers will either have 
no savings or may end up paying more for 
prescription drugs. Furthermore, statements 
comparing Ontario generic pricing with 
other jurisdictions are not telling Ontarians 
the whole story, and/or are misleading. The 
current allowance system was created and 
legislated by this provincial government 
to subsidize the cost of the Ontario Drug 
Benefit (ODB) program. An alternative 
funding model is welcome as long as it does 
not compromise patient safety and quality 
of care. Pharmacists should not be forced to 
operate their dispensaries at a net loss in the 
absence of reasonable and fair compensa- 
tion for their services. 

Mr. Johnson also suggests that pharma- 
cists have not been willing to negotiate or 
come back to the table. To clarify, pharma- 
cists have attempted to negotiate for nine 
months, and the ministry has not compro- 
mised one single position since day one. 

Mr. Johnson suggests that “he cannot af- 
ford” to take out ads also need to be put in 
context. Since the revelation of the Mercer 
Report last week, it is apparent that if the 
provincial government doesn’t have the 
funds to advertise, they certainly have mo- 
tivated friends in the insurance industry who 
do, and who share Premier McGuinty’s goal 


of “putting a few Ontario pharmacies out of 
business.” 

Thankfully, the public debate is over. It 
has been quite a ride for our store and our 
community. We appreciate the public’s pa- 
tience with this story, and thank them again 
for granting us time to explain our side. It is 
extremely important that the public get the 
full story and the implications. 

As I said to Rick during his visit to our 
store: “We are not Big Pharma.” It’s easy to 
toss out names and accusations into the court 
of public opinion, perhaps more difficult to 
work together respectfully, in the fiscal situ- 
ation this province finds itself. Despite this 
it can be done. The goal should be maintain- 
ing a health-care system of high quality, 
yet sustainable, that meets the needs of se- 
niors both today and for future generations. 

A hopeful sign is that the both sides met 
last Thursday and the meetings were de- 
scribed as promising by both sides. Let’s 
hope that this debate ends in a way that 
reaches a deal fair for all, so that we can 
move on and focus on the needs of our pa- 
tients and in Mr. Johnson’s case, the needs 
of his constituents.

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Community forum poorly attended

There is a direct link between drug use 
and break-and-enters and citizens can help 
the police reduce instances of both in this 
community. 

That was the message from the OPP dur- 
ing acommunity mobilization forum at the 
Minden Hills community centre on May 
10, co-hosted by the Haliburton Highlands 
OPP detachment and the township. 

“Safe communities and a_ secure 
Ontario,” is the OPP’s slogan, “but the 
reality is that we need the assistance of 
this community to do this effectively,” 
staff sergeant Malcolm Quigley of the 
Haliburton Highlands detachment said. 

Two of the evening’s speakers were 
Detective Constable Pat Hickey of the 
OPP’s rural and agricultural crime unit 
and Det. Const. Mike Deyell of its drug 


enforcement team. 

Hickey, who is based in Lindsay, said 
he would contribute as much as 85 per 
cent of break-and-enters to people who 
are addicted to drugs or alcohol. 

Hickey said there has been a spike in 
home invasions as more and more people 
become addicted to Oxycontin, a prescrip- 
tion painkiller that is said to be incredibly 
addictive. 

“They want to get off it, but they can’t,” 
he said, explaining that going off the drug 
after prolonged use can cause violent fits 
of vomiting. “They keep going over and 
over this vicious cycle.” 

Hickey told attendees there are a num- 
ber of things they can do to make their 
homes unattractive to robbers. 

These include installing motion sensor 
lighting on the outside of homes, having 
timed lights go on inside the house, keep- 
ing shrubbery pruned so as not to cause 


concealment and having someone pick up 
your mail if you’re away. 

“You have to create the illusion you’re 
home even when you’re not home,” 
Hickey said. 

In his presentation, Deyell reviewed 
various kinds of narcotics, explaining how 
they were produced and in what areas us- 
age and related crime is most common. 

Heroin, for example, while not a big is- 
sue for Ontario police, is commonly used 
in Vancouver. 

Here, Deyell said many problems stem 
marijuana grow operations. 

Haliburton’s plentiful Crown forests 
make the perfect location for outdoor 
grow ops, Deyell said, and said that there 
is potential for violence to occur if an 
armed group show up to “rip” someone 
else’s crop. 

That someone else is also likely to be 
armed, he said, “and you can get into a 


sticky situation.” 

Deyell said there are organized crime 
groups from Toronto who use Haliburton 
as a grow location. 

He said that it’s important for citizens to 
report any suspicious activity to police. 

“We are a reactionary unit,” he said, 
emphasizing that police need the commu- 
nity’s help if they are to reduce the amount 
of drug production in the area. 

Like Hickey, Deyell also spoke about 
what seems to be a growing trend of 
people in this area getting addicted to 
Oxycontin. 

“Tt’s a huge problem,” he said. 

Minden Hills Reeve Jim McMahon said 
he was extremely disappointed at the turn- 
out for the event — less than 10 people at- 
tended — since he said he often heard com- 
plaints from parents of teenage children 
about the availability of drugs in the area. 


Info session informs public on G8 summit logistics

With just over a month to go before the 
G8 summit, a public information session 
was held in Dorset last week. 

The May 5 session was the second 
one that has taken place at the Dorset 
Recreation Centre, after a first session 
was held there in early February. 

OPP Constable Alex Malcolm, a mem- 
ber of the G8 Integrated Security Unit’s 
community relations team, told attend- 
ees that the conference, to be held at 
Huntsville’s Deerhurst Resort, had been 
shortened from its initial three-day sched- 
ule to just two days. 

Dignitaries will still arrive at the resort 
on June 25, but will now head for Toronto 
for the G20 summit there on the evening 
of June 26. 

The G20 summit will run until June 28. 

Malcolm said having a G8 and G20 con- 
ference on the same weekend, let alone 
in the same country, let alone less than a 
two-hour drive apart is unprecedented in 
history and said the combined security ef- 
fort will be the largest the planet has ever 
seen. 

However, with the G20 summit follow- 
ing right on the heels of the G8 event, 
Malcolm said the integrated security unit 
— which consists of the OPP, RCMP and 
Canadian military — is expecting nowhere 
near the amount of protesters in this area 
as they did initially. 


“All those people are staying in 


Toronto,” Malcolm said, adding that is 
where the media centre for both events is 
located. 

Malcolm said that Canadian law says 
that protesters may block roadways as 
long as they do so peacefully. 

“How long they do it is up to them and 
us,” he said. 

Malcolm said he thought the chanc- 
es of protesters blocking roadways in 
Haliburton County were extremely low 
and said that even if that happened, the 
protest would be broken up quickly since 
the county has few alternative routes. 

“When you block highways 35 and 117, 
there is nowhere else to go,” he said. 

The summit means certain security 
measures will be enacted for a period po- 
tentially as long as June 21 through 28. 

Those measure include the closure of 
part of Hwy. 60, designated transport 
routes for commercial vehicles and re- 
quired accreditation passes for residents 
and visitors of security zones close to 
Deerhurst Resort itself as well as boating 
restrictions in that area. 

All of those details can be found on the 
security unit’s website, at www.g8isu.ca. 

There will also be flight restrictions 
and Malcolm encouraged all area pilots, 
including pontoon plane pilots, to check 
their NOTAMs (notice to airmen) regu- 
larly to avoid problems. 

Emergency vehicles will be permitted 
through the Hwy. 60 blockade to get to 
the Huntsville hospital, and Malcolm said 
the summit will actually increase access to

By the end of this week, the play- 
ground behind the Minden Hills 
municipal building on Milne Street 
should be gone. 

A climber that was part of the play 
space has already been removed and 
township community services di- 
rector Rick Cox said the remaining 
equipment — a seesaw and a swing set 
— should be coming out on Thursday 
or Friday. 

“Tt’s unsafe equipment in an unsafe 
space,” Cox said. 

The aging play equipment — Cox 
estimated it dates back more than 20 
years — has fallen below safety stan- 
dards, which Cox has previously in- 
formed council of. 

“The basic reason we had to take 
it down was because it wasn’t safe,” 
he said. 

As far as the playground’s location, 
it is wedged between the municipal 


office, a line of tall coniferous trees 
and a hill, more than partially con- 
cealing it. 

Cox said that staff members often 
find empty bottles, drug parapherna- 
lia and other evidence of partying at 
the site. 

Cox said he realizes the removal 
of the playground, which will not be 
replaced at the site, will be an incon- 
venience for area parents. 

The township is installing a new, 
state-of-the-art playground behind 
the community centre, Cox said. 

That equipment comes with a price 
tag of about $30,000. 

There is also playground equip- 
ment at Rotary Park, off Highway 
35, and, for patrons of the Minden 
Rivercone, there is a play space at 
that business. 

Cox said the current council has 
approved the vision for a new down- 
town playground, but said it was un- 
clear when that might come to frui- 
tion or where it might be located.

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HHSS class gets some shooting practice

To say they had a blast would be an 
understatement. Derek Little’s Outdoor 
Education Program class from Haliburton 
Highlands Secondary School experienced 
something that very few high school stu- 
dents ever get a chance to do. The 18 stu- 
dents spent most of Thursday, May 6 at 
the Haliburton County Marksmen Club 
(HCMC) shooting a variety of firearms. 
The following day, they received some 
expert coaching in archery skills in the 
high school gym. 

The trip to the HCMC range, just north 
of Kinmount, has been an annual event for 
Little’s class for the past five years. The 
students are taught firearms safety and 
given some strict rules they must follow 
before taking their turns on the firing line 
under the guidance of designated range 
officers from the club. Each student tested 
his or her skill with rifles, shotguns and 
handguns. Everyone was required to wear 
hearing and eye protection. 

“Like all other years, it was a really 
successful day, Little said. “I think the 
kids really enjoyed it and from an educa- 
tion perspective it was a really important 
day for the kids to have gone through the 
course and done all the in-course stuff, the 
handling stuff; to learn the material and 
then get a chance to get out and practice 
what was preached. The feedback I got 
was good. They were quite ecstatic about 
everything. 

“Nine of the 18 students had never fired 
a gun,” he added. “So they were really 
enthused.” 

Little noted that most of 
what the students and the 
general public hear about 
handguns is not positive. 
“A lot of what they know 
about a handgun isn’t 
necessarily what we want 
them to think about them,” 
Little said with a chuckle. 
He said the shotgun shoot- 
ing was a bit intimidating 
for some, with the recoil 
causing a few bruised 
shoulders. The smiles on 
the students’ faces as they 
came off the firing line be- 
lied the fact that there may 
have been a bruise or two. 

Little said a few students 
compared shooting a .22 
rimfire to shooting a pel- 
let gun. He pointed out 
to them that the range is 
much farther than a pel- 
let gun. “It’s deadly up to 


three kilometres,” he told them. “It’s not 
a toy. You don’t just shoot it unless you 
know what you’re shooting at.” 

Walter Griffin is the manager of the 
HCMC range and an organizer of the 
annual youth day at the club. “We had a 
good group of kids and a wonderful turn- 
out of members and friends to supervise 
and instruct the students,” he said. 

Little said the students were thrilled to 
participate and the healthy respect for fire- 
arms they garnered was really important. 
“The other thing that’s important is the 
fact that they got to shoot the guns and ex- 
perience hands-on training for something 
they’d studied an now they’re allowed 
to make that educated decision [whether 
o not they want to hunt],” he said. “One 
student has already asked [her parents] for 
a pink 20 gauge shotgun for her birthday 
and she wants to be able to hunt this fall. 

“At least can make that decision now. 
Nobody is making it for them,” he said. 
“Maybe some of them will want to join 
the Marksmen Club and just shoot, and 
that’s OK too.” 

Little said he’d rather see students going 
to arange and safely shooting than spend- 
ing all their time playing video games. 
“There are so many life skills tied to just 
target shooting,” he said, “responsibility, 
respect... all of those things.” He said 
today’s kids would be far healthier men- 
tally and physically if, for example, they 
went to a range such as the HCMC or to 
the archery range at the HHOA hatchery 
after school and shot for an hour instead 
of hanging out downtown. “I think there’s 
a lot of life skills that most people would

like to see anyone be instilled with and we 
can do it with proper instructors and these 
ranges and giving these kids alternative 
ways to bide their time,” he said. 

Little says a healthy respect for firearms 
is a good thing. He said firearms are a part 
of our Canadian heritage. “Without trap- 
ping and hunting, maybe Canada wouldn’t 
be what it is today,” he said. “I don’t think 
there’s anything wrong with giving the 
kids this opportunity. It’s good for them 
to get out and try something and make an 
educated decision.” 

A trip to the HCMC range is something 
that Little and his students eagerly antici- 
pate. “It’s something we look forward to 
doing and continuing to do every year that 
we run this program,” he said. 

The experience at the HCMC range 
Thursday was followed Friday with ar- 
chery instruction by the Schneller fam- 


ily — Bruce, Rita and Rachael from North 
York. The students were taught the basics 
of safety and proper form before taking 
their turns with both compound and re- 
curve bows. Bruce Schneller brought more 
than 40 years of archery experience to the 
high school. He has trained at the United 
States Olympic Centres in Colorado and 
California, as well as the New England 
School of Archery. He trains instruc- 
tors and Little was one of several people 
who signed up for an instructor’s course 
at the Haliburton Highlands Outdoors 
Association’s facility on Haliburton 
County Road | Saturday. 

Like the day before, the students gained 
some valuable training, which will allow 
them to make an educated decision re- 
garding archery and whether or not they 
want to pursue archery as a sport or as a 
method of hunting.

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Three of those people are Larry Clarke, 
Brigitte Gall and Ken Redpath, who will 
be campaigning along with Reid. 

Clarke, a director of the Haliburton 
Highlands Chamber of Commerce and 
former director of Orillia’s Rotary Club, 
is a small business consultant and former 
business owner who will be seeking the 
position of councillor-at-large. 

Gall is a writer, producer, actress and 
comedian whose work has appeared on 
national television. Sitting on a number 
of local arts-related committees, Gall will 
be running for Ward | councillor, which 
stretches from Minden proper to north of 
Carnarvon and east past Ingoldsby. 

Because of its large size, two council- 
lors are selected to represent Ward 1. 

Redpath worked in investments for 
more than 40 years and currently operates 
a small business that provides property 
maintenance for cottage owners. Redpath 
will be running in Ward 2, which extends 
south from Minden, encompassing the 
Gull and Moore lakes area. 

The team’s platform consists of three 
main points, those being economic devel- 
opment, financial management and en- 
gaging the community. 

As far as economic development goes, 
Reid said the township needs to focus more 
on Minden being a “geographic gateway” 
to Haliburton County and do a better job 
of directing traffic from Highway 35 to 
Minden’s downtown. 

“Unless you know what’s down there, 
it’s hard to get people off Hwy. 35,” she 


said. In regards to financial management, 
Reid said that taxes in Minden Hills have 
risen by 32 per cent since 2006. 

“You can find ways to pay for things 
without always going to the taxpayer,” 
Redpath said. “There’s lots of ways to pay 
for things.” 

Redpath said he thought his _back- 
ground in finances could be helpful for 
the township. 

“[’ve spent my whole life developing 
and adhering to budgets,” he said. 

Clarke said the township could be do- 
ing a better job helping small businesses 
get grant money and said that a healthier 
economy means increased opportunities 
for youth. 

Clarke stressed he didn’t mean to rip on 
the current council. 

“T see a council that means well,” he 
said. “I think they could use a stronger 
skill set.” 

When it comes to community engage- 
ment, Reid said the team would strive to 
create a “culture of accountability” that 
would include regular town _hall-style 
meetings, perhaps every couple of months 
or so, where township residents could 
bring forward concerns to councillors. 

Gall first came to the area as a cottager, 
has been a full-time resident since 2000 
and recently became a homeowner in 
Minden. 

“As a mother with two children, I’ve 
seen the demographics changing in this 
community,” she said, adding that she 
wants to see increased opportunities for 
young people and young families. 

Young people need to be realized as 
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Minden Hills Councillor Barb Reid, in red, announced last week that she will be 


running for reeve in the fall municipal election. Running along with Reid for various 
councillor positions are Larry Clarke, left, Brigitte Gall and Ken Redpath. The slate 


has named itself Vision 2010. 


valuable members of the community, she 
said, adding that continued support of the 
arts by Minden Hills would be a big focus 
for her. 

Reid, who was president of Gull Lake’s 
cottage association before being elected 
to council in 2006, admitted that there is 
some apprehension on her part about run- 
ning for reeve, putting herself in direct 
competition with incumbent reeve Jim 
McMahon, who will be running again. 

“Jim has been reeve for quite some time 
and is well-known in the community,” she 
said. “There is a lot of risk in this for me.” 


However, Reid said she thought a good 
team campaign required someone vying 
for the top spot. 

Other people on the township’s unof- 
ficial nominations list include incum- 
bent Deputy-reeve Cheryl Murdoch, in- 
cumbent Ward 1 Councillor Lisa Schell, 
Lutterworth Pines resident Craig Birchall, 
Green Gables Road resident Richard 
Bradley and school board trustee Valerie 
Smith.

negative impact they are sure the activity 
at the pit will have on their business, the 
couple also believes that the shaking of 
the ground could cause problems with the 
area’s wells. 

Marie-Claire said the loud activity at the 
pit has been going on since April. 

The pit, located just across Hwy. 35 
from the Wardens’ business, has existed 
for several decades, but it has been many 
years since it was used for anything more 
than the extraction of sand. 

The Wardens have owned their business 
for 11 years and said they’ ve had no issues 
until now. 

Owned by local man, the pit is be- 
ing leased for use by the Bancroft-based 
Levesque Brothers contracting company. 

According to Algonquin Highlands 
planner Angie Bird, the operation of the 
pit is completely legitimate. 

The lot has type M2 zoning — extractive 
industrial — and the MNR has issued a li- 
cence permitting extraction activities on 
19 hectares of the property and Bird said 
the MNR consulted with environment and 
transportation ministries with regard to 
the use of the lot. 

Under provincial guidelines, blasting 
can take place between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., 
but not on holidays. 

However, not all of the contractor’s 
proverbial ducks are in order with the 
province. 
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Levesque Brothers purchased a residen- 
tially zoned lot abutting the pit on which 
they built a commercial driveway. 

“The MNR has issued a letter outlining 
that the vacant lot being used as a commer- 
cial driveway was not approved on their 
site sketch and therefore is in violation of 
the condition of the licence,” Bird wrote 
in an email to the Times. “[The] MNR has 
now issued a notice of inspection outlin- 
ing the remedial action that is required to 
rectify this non-compliance.” 

A rep from Levesque Brothers said the 
company did not wish to make any state- 
ments to media. 

It is unclear how long the activity might 
go on, how often it will happen, what the 
extracted materials are being used for or 
where they are going. 

In the meantime, Peter said he doesn’t 
think the activity should be allowed to go 
on, with one business operating at the cost 
of another, smaller, business. 

“How can that be right?” he said. 
“There’s something wrong here.” 

Marie-Claire said she thought the town- 
ship should revisit what is permitted under 
its M2 zoning and said there should be a 
distinction between a quarry and a mere 
gravel pit. 

“Tt’s time they revisit that kind of zon- 
ing,” she said. 

The Wardens said they sent out about 
160 emails with their online petition and 
have so far received more than 70 favour- 
able responses.
